I. Report for the Year

947 was a year of unparalloled nead, in which the inc

wodernourishment exposed people to the deatructive offects of severe cold during the winter 


of 1946-1947 and made many permnnently unfit for work. ig

In February the need for men rose to over 8000 with tho comnencemen 
on the Bila bridge at Maximiliansau, urgent building for Military Governnent, and the 
taking up of minefields. Only part of the previous month's deficiensy could bs mada up 
by transferring workers. ' 


Feriods of bad weather postponed the commencement of agriculturel work in various areas 
until the end of “arch, Adjustments hed to be made in forestry for the departurs of 
wood-outters to agriculture. Rhine shipping and railway freight treffic inoreas?:d and 
gave a new activity to firms which had been shut down or working on a limited scale, The 
unfavorable condition of means of transport, however -- particularly freight cars = 
demanded utilization of much lsbor in repair shops. Export production ans consiiored 
urgent, with workers employed up to full capacity in the lumber end wood-cutting,, metal, 
and textile and clothing industries. Demands for menpower increased in Bpite of the rise 
from about 6000 to over 10,000 available men. Industry began converting more to fearnle 
labor, as the possibility of recviving more mele Jabvor Leoumd alichter.— 


Tho seasonal mccsleration of the lubor market allowed the placement in April of about 

9600 personnel,while the reported vacancies for men end women rose to over 13,009. Agri- 
culture, forestry, and the building trades were in dire need of personnel, Sincs fresh 
supplies of raw materinls were insufficient, warchouses were emptied for export croduection 
and passimistic views of the future prevailed. 


Mey showed no improvement. Transport difficulties becare more serious. Industry and the 
orafts had a relatively slight demand for labor, but agriculture and forestry suffered, 
Since the metal industries were limited mainly to repair work, almost half the requires 
ments came from the construction industries. The lack of able-bodied men made tue in- 
creased employment of women necessary. 


In June the unusual summer drought deprived farmors of the fruits of their work, ond 
what the heat did not burn up the larvae of the Colorado beetle ate. Industries lost 
tools end machines through dismantling. The number of workers decreased as man *e11 out 
from physical wenmess. “ack of available manpower kept labor supplies far below the 
figures of previous months. 


In July it was reported that the efficionby of labor was still falling and orsea of ille 
nese were increasing. The ratio of the number of employees to the amount of production 
became less favorable. Building servicea lacked material, since the shortage of freight 
cars had resulted in dangerous stoppages. Workshops no longer fulfilled their quotes for 
ear and locomotive repairs. Special laborers had to be shifted from third into irate 
rank production; for, even with men returned from PW camps, only a amall part of the va@# 
cancies*could be filled. In addition to the conetruction and metal firms working for Mil- 


itary Government, the stone and eerthware industries and the lumber and wood-outiing trades 


were emong those seeking manpower. 


In August, by drawing manpower from industry and the crafts, demands were filled primari- 
ly for the construction of the barracks at Kaiserslautern and the airfield et Speyer, for 
uncovering Wehrmacht cables, and for dismantling. In addition, the needs of tha forestry 
services, sawmills, hard stone plants, various exporting 
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furniture Cectories, foundries, wachine canstruetlos iustalletious, and ral low workshopa 
were Cllled, lo completely efficients labor eguld ba suteined throuvh the chifts, horever. 
A daha lind of 899 croupe usderteken at the ano 0° tee month showed, agone “thor than, that 
Lat 1d tee group Of gan wae aoet affeatet ivy wounte and debility eritlny out of te 
prisoameat. ‘they represented only 14.7 yarcent of sie tetel mempower, elGhoush on 265 Jumo 
L934 thie group senpriee' 34.4 vorsent of the towns. 


Surplug laber frow agriculture waa pinced ot the diepesal of “ae sorentry 
offiees ani the fireteLine induatriag Ln septerosr, The heaves. ceber 
growrs soild be only partly ftiied. “tone quarrissa, brick fostorias, ane 
savinille (thet a, industries working with raw matertals from thes own | 
tereltory) fell considerably behind capacity because of the eck of er ficient | 
workers, Ln relation to the other branchos, of Lnduatry wnoes vew materials 
lay outside the area. These branches of tndustry, howover, lucked almost _ 
ali preduetilon materilala. The gominin: industry, whose peak secacn ghould 
normally have begun, head almost no sgricultural preducts for procesaian in 

the folds. 


Cateber brought no appreciable easing of the labor market, for the aurtiliary | 
labor released from agriculture was not sufflolent for tho requirements of | 
the first-line indugtries. An attempt was made to put women in mento fobs 
but without perticuiar succesa. The shoe industry reduced its crewa because 
of the curtailment of ita electricity quote.

The Bey Offstein sugar factory instituted o sugar campaign in Novomber with 
the ¢omlastoning of about 500 leborers, since the harvest was very moderate. 
Perloda.of rain and the begimniny of cold weather again brought high wbsen= — 
teeiam because of lllnessa. Replacements could be obtained only for the 

most presaing, needs by removing men from the third-line firms. - 


At the beginning of Decerber, because of milder weather, wood felling con 
timed, as did the  ~° importent cutside werk on construction and roed re- 
palfa. The fact. that workers could nct be better provided with work cloth- 
ing and’shoes 1a, in addition to the small fod ration, the main reaéon 
for the many losses of people incapable of working {in factories. Thee 
losses became very high after the commencement of snow and freezing weather. 


Zi:_.-Annual Balance 
i. Results of Registration 


On the average, 9000 vacant positions for male laborers were reported monthly . 
to labor offices,of which more than 95 percent were for heavy and very heavy | 
dabor. For the month's average, however, registration of men reached only 
5500, of whom no more than €5 percent were in the heavy labor trades. About 
3500 places usually remained vacant--about 35 percent in the building trades, 
The most urgent need was in the badly-damaged area of Ludwigshefen. The 
remainder belonged to the tron and metal industry, the stone and @erthyare ine 
dustries, forestry (wood cutters), and the lweoer and wood-cutting trades. 

Team drivers for agriculture and special workers for the talloring and shoe- 
making' trades were also sought. In the male group, thers waa a LEAL LS » 
irreparable shortage of heavy and very heavy labor. 


For female workers, on the average 2100 vacant places wore reported. The 
average registration was 2500. About © percent of the vacancies wers for 
houcehold help and cleaning workers, 25 percent for auxillery workors, and 

16 percent for textiles and clothing. Agriculture requested about 20 percen': 
during the peak work season. That the registrations exceeded the average 
requirements for women shows the force of the Long-continusd efforss to put 
women in ments jobs; in some branches of industry tentative offorts were mad: 
to convert men's jobs for women, and in part the restlts were excellent.

As the tables show, only the numbers of available unemployed and mal¢e miblic 
service officials have decreased. The total of all other card filles, on 

the other hand, has become significantly higher. The progressive intexing 
of the population in the age grours capable of earning a living (men of 14 
to 65 and women of 15 to 50) is expressed primarily in the enlargemert of the 
38, M, and K files. 


Of the female population, an estimated 60,000 persons are not yet includad 
in the card filles. The greatest part of these, as housewlves, are not con- 
cerned in productive employment and therefore raise the number of R cards. 
The rest are predominantly assistants in famlly businesses. Among the 
ets R cards, there are 82,844 cards for women occupied with hougetold 

a alls.

Agriculture ond forestry have 900 fewer men than in the 
industry and crafte ,10,000 more men. This is not a favorable vesult 
in ecmparison .« the increaae of 6,000 in the cdivistons of commerce nn 
tradé and public service, ‘The majority of public service entrants ave 

seriously wounded. With the exception of the industry ari swall 
crafts. division, all economic divistons together have 15,400 more men than 
in 1938; industry and crafte, on the other hand, employ 32,600 fewer 
men. This is a 22.5 percent loss of personnel. The number of women ts only 
i700 lower than in 1938. Agriculture and public service together are about 
14,400 stronger, household service anout 4100, and commerce and trade about 
2600 lower than in 1938. Industry and crafte in comparison with 1938 
show a losa of S400 women, Or 28.8 percent, The proportion of women work~ 
ing has become smaller; in 1938 it was 18.4 percent and it is now 17 per- 
cent, so low a figure that tit appears urgently necessary to point out the 
disparity. .

254900 men capable of work (of whom 65% have already exhausted their working capacity in — 
heavy and very heavy labor before reechins the age limit). 6500 of those workiug have al- | 
ready passed the age limit. About 16,000 of the unemployed are permenontly inoepacitated : 
for work. The electroteainical, precision mechanics and optics, and musicel instrumont | 
industries could employ in many light aes men of limited capacity, men over age, 
aud men disabled for heavy work.

Of about 290,000 women between 15 and 50, only about 157,000 have been working pro~ 
duotively and 60,000 of these are asaziatanta in family businessece. In the card files 
atout 60,000 can bo excluded, with an estimated 80 percent employed in housework or as 
ags:.stants in funily businesses. About 12,000 women, however, could be obtained for 
‘procuctivo work if the revival of industry and orafts could be acvance’ ao that the 
_‘sduetries uentioned above could be edequately reconstructed in all areas.
